“In Hong: Kong for the present 
yenr It is just over fi pere eent, 
but edugatlon jg not free. The 
average cost oof education per 
child in) Eagland is 4£13.3.5. 01 
$210 per annum, In Hong Kony 
100,000 children are being 
educated ot oa cost to the com 
munity of $7.400,000 or $74 per 
child per annum, 

“—t is perhaps relevant to point 
ont here that in Bnagland the con 
tribution rds education 
amounts te £126,000,000 from the 
state und a further £100,000,000 
from Local Authorities at total 
of £236,000,000 or MWK. 
$3,300,000,000 for 9,000,000 
children, From our point of 
view it would cost over 
$35,000,000 per annum to pro. 
vide a shnilar education service 
in Hong Konyt. 

“The accepted ages for formal
